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Taste Remains A Mystery 
Nutrition Foundation Reports 


Animals do not taste thing 
the same as humans do, recent 
scientifie studies indicate,

meeting of the Nutrition 
Foundation.

The Nutrition Founda 
tion, & non-profit institution 
Which supports scientifie re 
search and education in nutri 
tion, will hold soon a scientific 
Symposium on the chemistry 
and physiology of taste, 

Dr. Kare told the trustees 
of the Nutrition Foundation 
that human taste standards 
must be disregarded jin the 
search for new food sources 
for animals. Domestic animals 
eat much food which is also 
acceptable to humans, As 
man’s food materials become 
more searce, interest is in- 
creasing in finding alternative 
food sources for animals, 

Man tastes things as sweet, 
sour, bitter or salty. In study- 
ing the sense of taste in ani- 
mals, it is necessary to de- 
scribe taste on the basis of be- 
havior of animals when they 
are offered foods, Animals pre- 
fer some foods and find other 
offensive, 

The studies done so far, Dr, 
Kare reported, clearly indicate 
that animals live in their own 
sensory world, And man, using 
his own senses, cannot judge 
what will appeal to or offend 
an animal. 

Man has a more complicated 
nervous system than animals, 
but animals have — sensory 
mechanisms — which exceed 
those of man. A dog can hear 
sound of higher piteh than ean 
be perceived by a man. A but- 
terfly can perceive sugar solu- 
tions a thousand times more

v HEMORRHAGE 

Intracranial hemor- 
rhage in the newborn is 
more frequent than is nor~ 
mally suspected, In the 
newborn, such hemorrhage 
may result in cerebral 
palsy or in mentally or 
physically retarded chil- 
dren, The typicaland gross 
hemorrhage is easily 


recognized and recorded 
at birth, 
Minor injuries to the 


brain, often not even sus- 
pected at birth, show up 
later in life when it is 
found that the child does 
not normally develop 
physically or mentally, 

To apply the term birth 
injury is incorrect inmany 
cases because before birth 
there are vast changes 
taking place in an infant 
as he emerges into an in- 
dependent entity. Circula- 
tion, respiration, and blood 
all undergo dramatic 
changes and are subject 
to damage before and dur- 
ing birth, Beginning with 
early labor, terrific pres. 
sures are exerted by the 
mother’s body; anda weak- 
ly developed or friable 
blood vessel inthe cranium 
of the infant may become 
injured. Evenin easy la- 
bors and Cesareans, if con- 
tractions have taken place 
before the operation, such 
hemorrhages can occur. 

The death rate among 
infants suffering intra- 
cranial hemorrhage is 
high. Recovery is slow and 
is usually marked by after 
effects, varying with the 
extent and location, The 
consequences of intracran- 
jal hemorrhage range from 
severe cases of spastic 
paralysis to the just not

mestic animals, however, [tj 
possible that domestication has 
altered the ability to taste, 
Dr. Kare suppested,

Most people form their idea 
about animal tastes from feed- 
ing pets, They think that pets 
like “home style” or “country 
flavor" foods that appeal to 
the human palate, This form 
of human judgment cannot be 
applied to animals, Dr, 
said. 

Systematic investipation 
on the question of how the 
sense of taste operates in man 
and animals is just beginning. 
Better knowledge of taste 
might be applied to the benes 
fit of the world’s population 
both man and animal.

Professional Police 


Training A Necessity 


BY: J. EDGAR HOOVER 


There has been much 
‘‘wailing and gnashing of 
teeth’ in some law en- 
forcement circles lately in 
response to developments 
in the criminal law, par- 
ticularly confessions, in- 
terrogations, search and 
seizure, and various rights 
of the accused, 

Historically, 
can courts have assumed 
the responsibility of as- 
suring that governmental 
power is not misused to 
injure the rights of indi- 
vidual citizens, Our courts 
are now committed to ex- 
ercising supervisory con- 
trol over law enforcement 
through the exclusionary 
theory whereby evidence 
obtained in violation of cer- 
tain rules cannot be used 
in a criminal trial, 

Various courts have 
been roundly criticized for 
recent decisions which 
some reviewers say re- 
flect an unjustified and un- 
precedented concern for 
the lawbreaker; for illogi- 
cal, shortsighted judicial 
policies which in effect 
legislate new laws to the 
detriment of society. They 
have been charged with 
handcuffing law enforce- 
ment by requiring im- 
possible procedures which, 
it is said, will insure the 
release of the guilty while 
destroying the morale of 
the officer, 

In reply, some critics 
of police declare that un- 
we have tight, 
restrictive control of law 
enforcement, police law- 
lessness will result. The 
extremes of both views tend 
to cloud the fact that the 
police andthe courts sho 
nave a common objective; 
to develop and maintain 
a system of administering 
criminal justice which is 
fair, impartial, and ef- 
fective. All will agree that 
this is an exceedingly 
lifficult and complex task, 

There is little to be 
gained from just shouting 


Ameri- 


less 


protests andcriticisms, 
but there is much to be 
gained from throwing our 
full resources and energies 
into training a professional 
law enforcement corps to 
be effective within the 
framework of current rules 
of law and evidence, 

We, as citizens, expect 
the business and technical 
segments of our society 
to keep abreast of the latest 
developments in their re- 
spective areas and to 
conduct research to foster 
progress, Our profession, 
dedicated to the preserva~ 
tion of America’s basic 
freedoms, certainly cannot 
exempt itself from a simi- 
lar demand from other citi- 
zens. A continuing com- 
prehensive research and 
training program, with a 
conscientious application 
of the knowledge gained 
therefrom, is the key to 
properly discharging our 
responsibilities to the peo- 
ple and the Nation, 

Increased professional 
police training is nolonger 
a desirable goal, no longer 
a matter of choice for 
United States law enforce- 
ment, It is an absolute 
necessity.

The pecan crop seems 
to be variable from one 
orchard to another and even 
from one variety in the 
Same orchard, Prices 
could possibly be somewhat 
above the level of the past 
few years, 

I would like to see Cof- 
fee County pecan growers 
give their trees andor- 
chards better attention in 
preparation for next year’s 
crop. We recommend that 
the following be done: (1) 
Have a soil test made and 
apply fertilizer as indi- 
cated, (2) Seed a winter 
legume, (3) Check orchards 
for signs of zinc deficiency, 
(4) Mow orchards and clean 
up under trees to make 
harvesting easier and re- 
duce tliseases,
